Section 8. The sum of $3,700,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated from the Radiation
Protection Fund to the Departnent of Nuclear Safety for
licensing facilities where radioactive uraniumand thorium
mll tailings are generated or |ocated, and related costs for
regul ati ng the decontam nati on and deconm ssioning of such
facilities and for identification, decontam nation and
envi r onnent al nmoni tori ng of unl i censed properties

contam nated wth such radi oactive mll tailings.

Section 9. The sum of $100,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated from the Radiation
Protection Fund to the Departnent of Nuclear Safety for
rei nbursing other governnental agencies for their assistance

in responding to radiol ogical energencies.

Section 10. The sum of $250,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated from the Radiation
Protection Fund to the Departnent of Nuclear Safety for
recovery and remediation of radioactive materials and
contamnated facilities or properties when such expenses
cannot be paid by a responsible person or an avail able

surety.

Section 11. The sum of $100,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated fromthe Nuclear Safety
Emer gency Preparedness Fund to the [Illinois Departnent of
Nucl ear Safety for related training and travel expenses and
to reinburse the Illinois State Police and the |Illinois
Commer ce Conmm ssion for costs incurred for activities rel ated
to inspecting and escorting shipnments of spent nuclear fuel,

hi gh-1evel radioactive waste, and transuranic waste in
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II'linois as provided under the rules of the Departnent.

Section 12. The sum of $100, 000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated fromthe Sheffield Agreed
Order Fund to the Departnent of Nuclear Safety for the care,
mai nt enance, nonitoring, testing, renediation and insurance
of the lowlevel radioactive waste disposal site near

Sheffield, Illinois.

Section 13. The sum of $250,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated from the Radiation
Protection Fund to the Departnment of Nuclear Safety to
conduct studies, investigations, training, research and
denonstrations relating to the control or neasurenent of
radiation, the effects on health of exposure to radiation,
and related problems wunder funding agreenents wth the

Federal Governnent, interstate agencies or other sources.

Section 14. The sum of $1, 500,000, or so nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated from the Nuclear Safety
Enmergency Preparedness Fund to the Departnent of Nucl ear
Safety for a grant to the Departnent of State Police for

costs associated with patrolling nuclear power plants.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect on

July 1, 2002.
